Two girls this week showed the way to Villagers in the War Chest 
drive, scheduled to start next Thursday. 
Tom Holland, chairm an of the drive told these stories W ednesday 
to his executive committee, told them to show the chest cam paign­ 
ers how some people felt about the W ar Chest and told them as a 
shining exam ple of w hat can and m ust be done. 
The first incident was th at of a young Palm Springs girl, now 
attending school in Riverside. During the late fall she did p art time 
w ork at the local rationing board. It was the first tim e she had ever 
been gainfully employed and her first check was for $10.80. 
This girl, 16, was tickled with that first pay check. It meant much 
to her. Various relatives and friends gave her advice on how to spend 
if. 
"It's your first pay check—spend it for something you'll always 
remember," they told her. 
She did. She showed up at the eadquarters of th e War C hest here 


last Sunday m orning while a com m ittee m eeting was on. A fter diffi­ 
dently knocking and being adm itted, the sight of so much dignity 
em barrassed her. But only for a moment. 
She w alked through the com m ittee to Mr. Holland’s desk, laid 
down that first check and'said: 
"I want it to go to the War Chest. I'll always remember that." 
The other story concerned the wife of an arm y sergeant. He was 
stationed at a nearby post. She approached Mr. Holland and said: 
“My husband is a sergeant on the desert here. We’re from Chicago 
and 1 cam e w est w ith him to be near him as long as possible. B ut I 
find th at living costs are high and we can’t m ake out on his pay u n ­ 
less I get a p art time job. Can you help me?” 
Mr. H olland said he could use a stenographer, but the Chest could 
afford to pay but $100 monthly. She accepted the job and worked 
four and one half days. 
Wednesday morning she showed up in tears. Her husband had 


been given a brief furlough and then he was going overseas. On his 
brief furlough he was going to lake her back to Chicago. 
Mr. H olland.gave her an order on Fred Ingram, treasurer of the 
Chest, for the few days pay she had coming. She dropped in later 
that day on h er w ay to the bus station to say good-bye and th an k 
him for his kindness. 
Shortly after she left, Mr. Ingram came in and deposited two $5 
bills on Mr. H olland’s desk. 
"That's from Mrs. Crowley. She drew $14.80 for her four days 
work, kept $4.80 for herself and asked that $10 be given the War 
Chest." he explained. 
Mrs. Crowley was the wife of the sergeant who had asked for the 
job to eke out living costs. 
“And she gave the War Chest m ore than tw o-thirds of w hat she 
had earned. Tell th at to the people you approach for donations,” Mr. 
Holland told his committee.

C ity council in session W ednes­ 
day night approved a resolution 
asking the state board of equali­ 
zation to issue no m ore liquor li­ 
censes

Springs until the established ratio 
of licenses per 1000 population is 
reached. 
The resolution set forth th at at 
the present there w ere 20 A li­ 
censes (beer and w ine on sale) 18 
oTtvmCn w’DPe ctrupiev, 'X’U?. l\.a.J]cL> 
PQ licenses (on sale distilled spir­ 
its) and that there w ere 9 C li­ 
censes (off sale) and th at th e pop­ 
ulation of Palm Springs, accord­ 
ing to the 1940 census, was 3395. 


ONE PER THOUSAND 


The resolution then called a t­ 
tention to Rule 41 of the state 
board which set one license per 
1,000 population as the ratio in 
any political subdivision. 
Because, it was cited, this plac­ 
ed th e ration of A. P and PQ li­ 
censes at five times the accepted 
num ber and the ratio of C li­ 
censes at m ore than double, the 
board was asked to issue no more 
new licenses here o r allow the 
transfer of licenses from other 
com m unities here until the popu­ 
lation had caught up w ith the 
num ber of licenses.

Revolution 
in 
Russia,

crossed Siberia on his way to 
China. He returned to Moscow af­ 
ter a dram atic trip of 156 days 
across Siberia. 
In 1920 Rony became interested 
in motion picture production and 
helped to produce the film “H un­ 
ger on the Volga.” He was the 
editor of the “Birth of N ation”

in Russia, 
w here he w rote his first book 
about David W. G riffith at the 
age of 19. 
Rony was graduated from the 
U niversity of Leningrad in 1928. 
O w ner of th e largest library of 
historical film s in 
Europe, he

ACCORDING to preliminary reports turned in 
to War Chest headquarters and judging by advance 
checks mailed in, the fine record set by Palm 
Springs and maintained despite mounting quotas 
for “never failing in a fund campaign” seems en­ 
dangered. 
According to headquarters, the response is not 
as spontaneous as in previous drives. 
The quota in the current War Chest drive is 
$25,000. When it is remembered that this includes 
ALL of the usual Fall appeals for funds and that 
only such seasonal campaigns as the Christmas 
Seal appeal and the March of Dimes in January are 
excluded, it is not large.

Adding the sum total of all of the usual Fall 
drives and eliminating the three listed above, the 
Village quota is in proportion. To meet the need, 
contributions should be in proportion. Reduction 
of overhead expense, elimination of the nuisance 
of repeated calls for contributions, saving of time 
of public spirited citizens, all accomplished by the 
War Chest plan, should really be an inducement to 
increase the donation, rather than lower it.

It isn’t that school authorities 
don’t want to comply with the 
law. War shortages just make it 
impossible in some cases to meet 
legal requirements. 
“It is time,” Principal E. E. 
Oertel said this week, “that some 
explanation is offered as to why 
the high school district is not 
flying the California Bear Flag 
under the flag of the United 
States in accord with the new 
State legislation effective since 
the beginning of this school 
year.” 
Dr. Oertel explained that when 
the school district was informed 
in August that political subdi­ 
visions of the State would be re­ 
quired to fly the Bear Flag under 
the National Emblem, he ordered 
the State Flag immediately, so 
as to have one available for the 
opening of school in September.

it I Rise to Remark 
By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PHILLIPS 


f f 


The Food Study Committee, ap 
pointed six months ago by the 
minority party in Congress, went 
over to Princeton for a week-end 
meeting arranged by the New 
Jersey State Chamber of Com­ 
merce. It was a very interesting 
meeting. Except for the name of 
the state, it sounded to me as if 
they had taken a record made by 
the farmers of California and 
played it in New Jersey. 
I told them so. I also told them 
that the three Congressmen pres­ 
ent from the Pacific Coast, (Ore­ 
gon, Washington and California) 
had thought up an idea. We are 
going to recommend that these 
states separate from the United 
States and set themselves up as a 
foreign nation. Then we can ap­ 
ply for Lend-Lease. I think we 
will get more consideration and 
with fewer restrictions and regu­ 
lations. 
Twelve members of the com­ 
mittee were there. Twenty-nine 
officers or representatives of the 
leading commodity groups of the 
state outlined their problems. The 
subjects included: poultry, fruit, 
vegetables, potatoes, cranberries, 
fish, the black market, dairies, 
:attle and poultry feed, labor and 
canning. The Federation of Wo­ 
men’s Clubs; the P. T. A.; the 
Hotelmen’s Association; and the 
(J. J. Milk Council were there. 
f)ne of the best statements was 
made by a little woman who is 
:he very active chairman of the 
lewly-formed “Essex County In- 
iustrial 
Nutrition 
Committee,” 
m idea which industrial Califor- 
lia could well copy. 
The situations they reported are 
becoming more and more familiar 
:o the members of the committee. 
In the fruit area, 67% of the pro- 
iucer’s price has to go for labor, 
in some commodities the govern­ 
ment has gone to the m arket and 
laid more than the ceiling prices; 
;hus itself encouraging the black 
market. 
The entire group, representing 
farmers, handlers, processors, and 
¡onsumers, was unanimously and 
>utspokenly opposed to subsidies, 
rhe feeling was that subsidies 
would not protect production and 
:ertainly not 
increase 
it 
and 


therefore would not benefit the 
consumer. 
One vegetable m an said that a 
year ago the vegetable grower 
called 
himself 
"the 
forgotten 
man.” Then, he added ruefully, 
“the OPA found us!” 
The N. J. milk control board 
estimated the average cost of 
milk to be $4.73 per 100 pounds 
at 3)4% butterfat. The subsidy 
will be 50c. The distributor is told 
to cut his price % cent a quart. 
Rutgers University estimates that 
he now makes 1/8 cent a quart. 
The OPA sets the price at $4.33, 
which makes it less than the old 
rate for first grade milk. Told 
that the farmers can’t produce 
for that amount, the slide rule 
genius to whom the m atter was 
referred said (I quote) “the farm­ 
ers of New Jersey ought to go 
out of the dairy business.” 
Well, that IS a solution. But 
how about the $300,000,000 in­ 
vested; how about milk for the 
consumers of New York or Phil­ 
adelphia or the New Jersey cities? 
Milk in the south of the state is 
15% cents a quart; in the north 
it’s 17 cents. Why? The union 
will permit more to be carried on 
the trucks in the south. The dairy­ 
men are told by the OPA to “ask 
the unions to permit the carrying 
of an increased load.” 
If it’s not milk; it’s cabbage, or 
vegetables, or pullets, or meat. A 
cooperative association was told 
to get seed for Lend-Lease. 700 
cars were ordered. The Co-op 
bought $724 worth of tags. 258 
cars have been taken. $450 worth 
of tags are still on hand. The Co­ 
op is supported by dues of $1 a 
year from little farmers. A little 
thing; but life is just a lot of 
little things. 
One witness, an Irishman, said 
jokingly that there was only one 
thing worse to him than the OPA. 
It was the APA.
